uralist, on the occasion of his 
eighty-first birthday. His state­ 
ment, as printed in the news­ 
paper, read: “I haven’t lived long 
enough. I have seen only a little 
of the wonders of this world. 
There are so many things that I 
don’t know and want to know. I 
have enjoyed every minute of 
this life. I wrould like to live 
every day of it over again.” 
What is the difference between 
the twenty-one year old girl, who, 
fed-up and disgusted, took her 
own life, and the grand old man 
of eighty-one, still 
eager 
and 
wanting more of life? The dif­ 
ference is simply that the latter 
learned to keep his enthusiasm 
intact. And that is ex actly what 
faith in Almighty God can help 
us to do. 


ONE OF THE most beautiful 
pieces of literature in the world 
is the fifty-fifth chapter of Isaiah 
in the Old Testament. “Ho, every­ 
one that thirsteth, come ye to 
the waters,” and again “Incline 
your ear and come unto me: hear, 
and your soul shall live.” Listen 
to this life-giving message, take 
it in, and you can fill yourself 
with vitality and zest, so much 
so that “The mountains and the 
hills shall break forth before you 
into singing, and all the trees of 
the fields shall clap their hands.” 
One of the secrets of maintain­ 
ing enthusiasm is to use such 
ideas as these from the Bible as 
a constant inspiration. 
I’e pointed out before that the 
reason many people do not have 
enthusiasm is because they have 
filled their minds with gloomy 
thoughts and allowed pessimism 
to take hold of them. Let me re­ 
mind you again of Dale Carne­ 
gie’s technique of killing gloom 
and substituting enthusiasm for 
it. He suggests that yqu sit down 
and imagine you have lost every­ 
thing you hold precious: family, 
house, job and health. That 
is

have, isn’t it? then, suddenly, say 
to yourself; “But that’s not so! 
I haven’t lost any of them! I can 
be happy because I still have 
them!” 
This is a good technique. And 
don’t be merely happy about what 
you have; be enthusiastic. Think 
enthusiasm and you will be en­ 
thusiastic. 
Your faith and your prayers-^ 
these have within them the power 
to fill your mind and heart with 
enthusiasm and joy. They have 
inspired men to better and finer 
and happier lives for centuries. 
Take advantage of them and you 
will never lose your enthusiasm 
and zest for living.

Salem Voters To Mark 
3 Ballots On Tuesday 
S 
ALEM voters will m ark three ballots in Tuesday’s general election. 
When they visit the polling places in their respective precincts 
Tuesday they will be handed the new Office-Type ballot which con­ 
tains the names of candidates from governor on down to county 
auditor; the Judicial ballot listing the non-partisaon judgeship offices, 
and the Special Issues ballot. 
Only one special issue is listed here, it being the half-m ill levy 
to insure the maintenance of current expenses, including wages of 
municipal employes. It is up for renew al and is not a new tax. 
Sample ballots are shown on this page, particularly to help the 
reader become acquainted with the new office-type ballot. It is the 
one to the immediate right of this column—with the governor con­ 
tests heading the ticket. 
Sometimes referred to as the “Massachusetts ballot,” which is 
being used for the first time in Ohio, it is different but it is not 
complicated. It abolishes the old style “straight-ticket” voting with 
a single X. 
With the new ballot you simply m ark an X in the 
square at the left of the name of each candidate for whom you wish 
to vote. 
Party designation is indicated immediately under the name of 
each candidate. 
Follow the ballot instructions. Where it says “vote for not more 
than one” do just that. Otherwise your vote won’t count. 
There has been no change in the separate judicial ballot where 
party designations are not given.

The Swiss 
Stand Ready 


BERNE, SWITZERLAND 
F 
EW people realize it, but tne 
biggest “arm y” 
in 
W estern 
Europe today 
belongs 
to 
the 
Swiss. It is not the strongest army, 
perhaps, in term s of tanks and 
planes. But it has 500,000 trained 
men and it is a factor to be reck­ 
oned with in any appraisal of the 
European m ilitary situation. 
The Swiss have had compul­ 
sory m ilitary service for years. 
Not all their arm y is in uniform 
or on duty at all times. But after 
two years of active training and 
duty as a young man, every able- 
bodied Swiss is expected to do 
(and he does) his three weeks of 
active training every year. 
W hat’s more, every Swiss male 
keeps his uniform, pack and arm y 
rifle at his home. If a general 
mobilization call went out by 
radio, every m an would drop 
whatever he was doing and go 
to his assigned post. He would 
be there from within one to six 
hours after the emergency call, 
unless he was away from home on 
business. 
Switzerland’s 
m ilitary 
policy 
has always been armed neutrality. 
Armed strength has enabled Swit­ 
zerland to stay out of the last 
two world wars. It prevented first 
the Kaiser, then Hitler, from try­ 
ing to seize Switzerland. 
But no Swiss that this corres­ 
pondent talked to on a quick trip 
across the little republic thought 
that Switzerland would be able 
to say out of the next war. 
General acceptance of this oe- 
lief has resulted in a complete 
change of plans. This was reveal­ 
ed first by the Swiss governm ent’s 
official suggestion of last spring, 
that all Swiss families should lay 
in a reserve supply of food. 
Being thrifty, all Swiss are na­ 
tural hoarders. Like squirrels, all 
families have a supply of food 
in the pantry, hay in the barns 
and money in the bank. But this 
time, the Swiss government may 
have had 
advance 
information 
that a Soviet push against west­ 
ern Germany was a real possi­ 
bility. 
WHEN THE Soviet offensive 
broke 
instead 
in 
Korea, 
two 
months later, many Swiss are be­ 
lieved to have sighed with relief 
and begun to eat up some of their 
stockpiles. 
The recent announcement by 
the Swiss minister of defense,

now see that they must have more 
planes, tanks and heavier wea­ 
pons to repel armored attacks.

ROK Progress

Koreans Show I ntelligence 


KOREA 


TYOLLARS alone cannot build an army . 
It 
^ 
took more than American money to re­ 
build the Republic of Korea (ROK) army , 
shattered 
four months ag o when the Reds 
crossed Parallel 38 to 
open 
this Civ il war. 
At that time there was a 
tendency in military circles 
to write off the South Kore­ 
an army and its soldiers as 
undependable. But the ROK 
army stubbornly 
recreated 
itself into a 
real fig hting 
force. 
And its toug h little 
weary foot 
soldiers 
were 


Hat Bo rim 
first to reach the Manchur­ 


ian border. 
The South Korean g ov ernment g ot plen­ 
ty of American economic aid in accomplish­ 
ing this battlefield miracle. 
But Lt. CoL 
William F. Rung e, Sanford, Fla., say s the 
world has friled to realize just how much 
the patriotic South Koreans did to help them­ 
selv es. 
“These people are just beginning to find 
they can do great things,” he said. 
“They 
have been led around and kicked around for 
too long like children. 
“With some leadership and some tech­ 
nical advice and training, the Koreans can 
quickly show great progress and results 
in 
almost any field of endeavor.” 


RUNGE HAS had an inside view of w hat 
the Korean army has accomplished. 
He has 
been Korean m ili’ary advisory group 
( KMA 
G) officer here 16 months. 
Recently he was 
officially commended by the ROK 
d e; art- 
m ent of national defense for his work as 
senior American m ilitary advisor to the ROK 
headquarters. 
Each day he and Lt. Col. Yun Soo-Hyun, 
the ROK quarterm aster, thresh out the prob­ 
lems of supplying, feeding and equipping the 
far reaching and mushrooming South Ko­ 
rean army. 
They work at adjoining desks 
and have developed a feeling of mutual re­ 
spect and personal liking. 
“Colonel Yun has one of the quickest 
minds I have ever met,” said Runge. 
When war started, he observed, the ROK 
quarterm aster corps “was manuf.t*. tunn., 85 
per cent of quarterm aster supplies used by 
the Korean army.” He added: 
“But the w ithd raw al was so violent and 
rapid the men could bring back only them ­ 
selves and their hand weapons. G reat stores 
of w inter clothing were lost.” 
However, rear area troops went up the 
road of retreat. 


THEY BRAVED small arms fire to salv­ 
age nearly 500,000 bags of rice, bar.c> and 
wheat and many carloads of sugar, tobacco, 
cotton, wool and other items that would have 
been of great value to the enemy if captured. 
Driven within a few w’eeks into a beach­ 
head only one-seventh of the area of South 
Korea, the ROK managed to recruit, feed and 
train more that 1,000 new troops a day. 
“The American arm y supplied them with 
boots, ponchos, field jackets, helmet.-» and 
canteens,” Runge said. 
“But in the first two months of the war, 
the ROK quarterm aster corps made over 
200,000 fatigue caps and 350,000 pairs of 
socks. 
“All of this was made f t only two cities 
—Taegu and Pusan.” 
The ROKs now are busily completing 
m anufacture of new cotton-quilted w inter 
uniforms for the troops. 
But the country isn’t advanced enough 
industrially to solve the greatest shortage— 
transportation vehicles. 
Runge said: 
‘They have taken every available civil­ 
ian vehicle and are buying all the trucks 
from Japan they can get—but it still isn’t 
enough.”
